EPS thought man 
involved in fatal collision 
was in no condition to 
leave the hospital 


Edmonton police don’t know 
how a man who was recently 
charged following a fatal colli¬ 
sion last week was able to flee 
from a hospital and disappear. 

A Canada-wide warrant 
was issued Thursday for Ryan 
Richard Wilneff, 28, almost a 
week after he allegedly crashed 
a Jeep Grand Cherokee into 
a brick wall along Gateway 
Boulevard on Jan. 22. 

Wilneff and his 28-year- 
old male passenger were both 
taken to hospital following the 



wreck. The passenger died and 
Wilneff was being treated with 
non-life threatening injuries. 

When asked by reporters 
Thursday how Wilneff was able 
to escape, Const. Rick Wevers 
said police were not expecting 
him to be able to walk out. 

“When we investigate these 
collisions (and) we have serious 
injuries, based on our experi¬ 


ence, these people are admitted 
to hospital and are somewhat 
immobilized,” he said, adding 
Wilneff was heavily medicated. 

“We had information that 
they would be there for several 
days. If we have a subject who is 
in the hospital who we think is 
able to walk away, we will cer¬ 
tainly stand by.” 

Wilneff is now facing char¬ 
ges related to last week’s crash, 
including impaired operation 
causing death, dangerous driv¬ 
ing causing death, possession of 
a controlled substance and four 
breach of probation orders. 

“It’s veiy disappointing he 
discharged himself,” Wevers 
said. “In a perfect world, this 
would never happen, but 
there’s nothing stopping him 
from getting up and walking 
away and we were quite sur¬ 
prised he was able to do so.”

Crown lawyers 
win injunction to 
prevent province 
from disclosing 
their pay 

The Alberta government 
has been ordered by a judge 
to not release the names 
and salaries of its Crown 
prosecutors pending a bill 
hearing into the matter. 

Justice Doreen Sulyma 
of Court of Queen’s Bench 
agreed Thursday with an 
injunction application that 
said releasing that kind of 
information to the public 
could put prosecutors at 
further risk of violence or 
identity theh. 

“I do see a difference 
between (the release of) 
generic information versus 
the veiy personal informa¬ 
tion that is set to be pub¬ 
lished (by the province),” 
Sulyma told the lawyers at 
the injunction hearing. 

“The plaintiff has identi- 
bed people who might do 
her harm and has in doing 
so identihed a risk should 
this publication occur.” 

No date has been set to 
hear the merits of the case. 

The injunction was 
brought forward by a 
Crown prosecutor, whose 
name is currently under 
a publication ban, one 
day before Premier Alison 
Redford’s government was 
to place online the names 
and salaiy details of eveiy 
government employee who 
makes $100,000 a year or 
more. 

The salaiy details follow 
up on a promise made last 
month by Redford after her 
office was harshly criticized 
for refusing an order from 
the privacy commissioner 
to disclose the severance 
paid to Redford’s former 
chief of staff, Stephen 
Carter, the Canadian press

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Filming of commercials shining

Commercials will be a major 
part of the Super Bowl trad¬ 
ition this Sunday, but com¬ 
mercials are also an important 
part of the Edmonton business 
scene. 

The filming of a commer¬ 
cial on Thursday was no ex¬ 
ception, as approximately 60 
people packed the front part of 
O’Byme’s on Whyte Avenue for 


the television spot. 

“For a place like O’Byme’s, 
TV is really good at conveying 
a feeling or emotion or vibe,” 
said Jeff Woodward, creative 
writer and producer with City 
TV Edmonton. 

The pub’s new self-pour 
taps — the first in the city — 
will be highlighted in the four 
15-second commercials featur¬ 
ing regulars and bar staff. 

This is the first time the pub 
has filmed a TV commercial, 
with hopes that it will attract a 
different clientele when it airs 
Feb. 24. 

“We want to be in a com¬ 
mercial because we have some¬ 
thing that is original, we’ve 
got something that people can 
come in and enjoy pouring 
their own pint and that’s really

a big novelty factor,” said Cath- 
al O’Byme, general manager. 

Although some businesses 
are turning to television com¬ 
mercials as a form of advertis¬ 
ing, the local commercial film¬ 
ing scene in general is on the 
decline in the last few years, ac¬ 
cording to one local producer’s 
experience. 

“The number of commer¬ 
cials filmed in Edmonton year¬ 
ly has probably dropped over 
the last few years — and not 
just a matter of just (in) Edmon¬ 
ton —just commercials in gen¬ 
eral because there’s so many 
other options for advertising,” 
said Missy Geffen, owner of Ge- 
ffen Productions. She estimates 
about 100 commercials are 
filmed in the city each year. 

One of those commercials 
includes the recently aired 
Apple commercial, which was 
filmed in Edmonton and had a 
lot of online success. 

“I think people don’t real¬ 
ize what’s made here and the 
talent that goes into it,” said 
Woodward. 



Post-secondary students push for ‘open textbooks’ 



Alberta post-secondary stu¬ 
dents are urging provincial rep¬ 
resentatives to crack open cer¬ 
tain textbooks free of charge. 

The Council of Alberta Uni¬ 
versity Students (CAUS) plans 
to adopt official policy next 
week calling on the province 
to adopt an “open textbook” 
concept they claim is allowing 
learning to flourish at a re¬ 
duced cost in B.C. 

The model sees mass-use 
course material published on¬ 
line with a creative commons 
licence. Students and instruct¬ 
ors alike can then download 
the offerings and modify them 
as they see fit. 

Earlier this month, the B.C. 
government said nearly 300 
post-secondaiy students had 
already benefited from its in¬ 


itiative, each saving an average 
of $146 on their fall-semester 
book costs. 

Jarett Hemy, an arts stu¬ 
dents’ representative at the 
University of Calgaiy, sees 
plenty of merit in the ap¬ 
proach. 

“If you’re in a first-year cal¬ 
culus class with 300 students, 
instead of buying a $200 text¬ 
book — that’s $60,000 for that 
class — the textbook is offered 
for free,” he said. 

CAUS chair Conner Brown 
said B.C.’s already published 
about 30 books under the 
model. 

“There’s no reason that Al¬ 
berta shouldn’t be leading the 
way in this.... It’s something 
we’re advocating to the prov¬ 
incial government right now,”

he said. 

But not eveiyone is sold. 
Robert Fisher, a University of 
Alberta business professor, said 
a potential flaw in the approach 
is lack of incentive for academ¬ 
ics to produce textbooks. 

“Nobody is going to want 
to write a book if they’re not 
going to get some kind of com¬ 
pensation for it,” he said. “For 
most academics, it’s not a huge 


money-making proposition 
even when it is a successful 
book.” 

But Brown said the vast ma¬ 
jority of instructors teaching an 
entry-level course had little to 
do with creating the required 
textbook. 

“I think once faculty is 
educated about the benefits of 
open textbooks they’ll be on¬ 
board with eveiybody else,” he 
added. 

Craig Loewen, press secre- 
taiy for deputy premier and 
Advanced Education Minister 
Dave Hancock, said the min¬ 
istry is “veiy interested” in 
working on potential options 
to provide e-resources and 
open textbooks for students.

Harcourt House Galleiy re¬ 
cently hosted an exhibit by the 
Edmonton Wayfinding Project, 
a team that’s essentially hying 
to make the city more pedes¬ 
trian friendly 

It was a simple installation: 
a map of downtown on a wall 
covered in black chalkboard 
paint and a pile of chalk to 
designate landmarks as you 
please. 

As project founder Tim 
Querengesser pointed out to 
me, the designations quickly 
turned political, especially 
north of 104th Avenue. There, 
participants marked a comer 
where cars struck them or 
where there are no sidewalks. 

Being a resident of Queen 
Maiy Park, I was sure to add 
my own discontent, scratching 
“squandered opportunity” over 
the former Molson Breweiy — 
soon to be Molson strip mall. 

That same week, the City of 
Edmonton revealed a bold plan 
to fix that contentious corridor 
along 105th Avenue, soon to 
retain its historical name of 
Columbia Avenue. 

The drawings are impres¬ 
sive, depicting a multi-use 
street between 119th and 
109th Street where bikes are 
privileged over cars, where 
pedestrians interact with 
public art. And get this: no on¬ 
street parking. 

At one point in the fly- 
through video, young men 



actually high-five each other 
in an urban park that cuts off 
traffic. My thoughts exactly. 
Though as it is now, I would 
have just settled for sidewalks. 

Columbia Avenue has 
technically been in the works 
since 2004, but it was only last 
year that former councillor 
Jane Batty helped secure $7.5 
million from the city. 

“Everyone’s pretty excited 
to see it move,” says project 
manager Annie Duong. “It 
really changes the neighbour¬ 
hood.” 

Duong knows that recon¬ 
struction alone can’t change 
the character of the neighbour¬ 
hood. After all, a new street- 
scape didn’t rejuvenate Fort 
Road, and so far it’s done little 
for Stony Plain and Capital 
Boulevard. 

Likewise, 105th Avenue 
today is a strange medley of 
multifamily dwellings and in¬ 
dustrial buildings, home to the 
new Zen residences but also to 
ATCO and several auto-body 
shops. Rezoning it to mixed 
use will hopefully encourage 
more condos and the kind of 
retail that actually gives people 
reasons to traverse the avenue. 

The corridor is planned 
in stages that will eventually, 
hopefully, grow eastward to 
97th Street. The first phase be¬ 
gins this year, on 119th, where 
eventually you’ll see the area’s 
first new way-finding maps, in¬ 
spired by the aforementioned 
grassroots team. 

So despite fumblings like 
Molson-Crosstown, the city 
appears to be listening to what 
downtowners really want.

hopes of receiving $1,000 to 
purchase the ski racks. 

With numerous green 
spaces in the area, Rae is con¬ 
fident Edmontonians will use 
the racks much like they use 
bike racks at LRT stations. 
She is also hoping residents 
will help set the cross-coun¬ 
try ski trails leading to the 
LRT line in the area if the city 
can’t help out. 

“It’s just an idea to get 
people out there and to cele¬ 
brate the snow that we have 
and make use of it,” she said.

Councillors will be asked 
to shell out an additional 
$500,000 to get Common¬ 
wealth Stadium ready for the 
FIFA Women’s World Cup. 

The city’s community ser¬ 
vice committee will debate the 
issue on Monday, but city ad¬ 
ministration wants to upgrade 
the field at Commonwealth. 

The money would lengthen 
the field by five metres and 
widen it by four metres, as 
well as reinforce the sleeve 
for the football uprights and 
repaint the track surrounding 
the field. 

The money would come 
on top of $1.9 million the city 
spent in upgrades last year 
for FIFA, including expanded 
dressing rooms and doping 
control rooms. 

Evelyn Ehrman, director of 
Commonwealth Stadium, said 
the current field doesn’t have 
much extra room. 

“It leaves veiy little room 
for corner kicks and that sort 
of thing, so it becomes a bit of 


a safety issue for players,” she 
said. 

She said the CFL Players’ 
Association has also raised 
concerns about the short space 
around the end of the field. 

“When they are coming at 
a full run off the field and into 
the track, it can be veiy slip¬ 
pery,” said Ehrman. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
both the Women’s World 
Cup in 2015 and the under-20 
Women’s World Cup this year 
are important events for the 
city. 

He said he was still study¬ 
ing the proposal for Monday, 
but he hopes this is the last 
request the city sees for the 
games. 

“If this is one of many 
other requests that are going 
to come forward, then that’s 
another request altogether,” 
he said, “ft seems to me that 
these are the kinds of things 
that should have come up 
front.”

Home warranty 
bill becomes law 

Starting Saturday, all homes 
sold in Alberta will have 
to come with a mandatoiy 
home warranty.

Room for $10 million overage on 
Walterdale replacement: Auditor 


Big project. Budget 
didn’t account for design 
work and inflation

The $155-million Walterdale 
Bridge replacement project 
could cost as much as $10 mil¬ 
lion more, according to a report 
from the city auditor. 

A report from city auditor 
David Wiun identified $4 mil¬ 
lion in design costs that hap¬ 
pened before the project got 
underway, as well as $6 million 
in contingency costs that pro¬ 
ject managers used to cover in¬ 
flation. Wiun said that money 
should have been kept aside for 
real surprises, not inflation that 
can be expected. 

“Using contingency funds 
to pay for inflation resulted in 
a contingency fund level that is 
much lower than is normally 
associated with a project of this 
size and complexity,” said his 
report. 

Byron Nicholson, the city’s 
director of special projects, 
said they are confident the pro¬ 
ject will be on budget and that 
there is enough contingency 
cash left in the project.

McMillan said the purpose 
behind Angel Cradle is to not 
only provide a better option for 
people in those scenarios, but 
also provide support before a 


child is left. 

“We’re hopeful there never 
is a need, that we never get a 
child left,” she said. “One of the 
things we’re doing with this, 
it’s not just about the Angel 
Cradle, but it’s about getting 
out education.” 

There are two Angel Cradles 
in Edmonton: one at Grey Nuns 
and the second at Misericordia 
Hospital.

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Health Canada. Morning- 
after pill to be studied due 
to questions over efficacy 


Health Canada says it is study¬ 
ing the effectiveness of the 
so-called “morning after” con¬ 
traceptive pills in the wake of 
news they aren’t as effective in 
larger women. 

The federal drug regulator 
says it is assessing new data 
that suggests a higher body 
weight could reduce the effect¬ 
iveness of emergency contra¬ 
ceptives. 

Health Canada says it is 
also looking at whether label¬ 
ling changes are needed for all 
brands of the pills to reflect the 
problem. 

The department’s state¬ 
ment comes two months 
after French manufacturer 
HRA Pharma announced its 
emergency contraception pill 
doesn’t work in women who 
weigh more than 176 pounds. 

There are four brands of 
morning-after pills available 
without prescription in Can¬ 
ada: Next Choice, from Cobalt 
Pharmaceuticals; HRA Phar¬ 
ma’s NorLevo; Option 2, from 
Perrigo International and Plan B 
from Women’s Health Inc. 

Health Canada says if it de¬ 


cides action needs to be taken, 
it will work with manufactur¬ 
ers to update labels and inform 
consumers. 

The pills contain higher lev¬ 
els of levonorgestrel than stan¬ 
dard oral contraceptives and 
work by preventing ovulation 
or fertilization of an egg. They 
can be taken up to 72 hours 
after unprotected sex or a con¬ 
traceptive accident such as a 
condom breaking. 

The pills do not have any 
impact if a woman has already 
become pregnant. 

Health Canada says it is 
aware of a recent statement 
from the European Medicine’s 
Agency alerting consumers to 
the fact that NorLevo’s label¬ 
ling had been altered to make 
reference to the observation 
that weight affects the efficacy 
of the medication. 

The added wording says 
the pill’s efficacy is reduced in 
women weighing 75 kilograms 
(165 pounds) or more, and the 
pill doesn’t work for women 
who weigh more than 80 kilo¬ 
grams (175 pounds).

Calgary. 3 teens charged 
with breaking into car, 
dumping human ashes 


A car prowling that ended in 
human ashes being dumped 
onto the street has led to the ar¬ 
rest of three teenage girls. 

Colleen Ransom kept her 
daughter Emma’s ashes in a 
pouch in her truck. But in the 
early hours of Aug. 2, someone 
opened the unlocked vehicle 
in Calgaiy, stole the pouch and 
emptied it onto the street. 

Ransom says she’s relieved 
that charges have been laid. 

“I feel horrible for the par¬ 
ents as I’ve raised four daugh¬ 
ters and I know it’s a difficult 
job,” Ransom said in an email 
to Calgaiy police Thursday. 


“I just hope it will make the 
girls think a little bit about per¬ 
sonal space and belongings and 
how (their) actions may affect 
someone else.” 

A 15-year-old and a 13-year- 
old are charged with theft, 
while another 15-year-old has 
been charged with theft and 
property damage. Tips from 
the public led police to lay the 
charges.

Syrian toddler rescued Arctic military 

from rubble of building

Fourteen-month-old Ghina 
Khalil is recovering with her 
family in the northern Syrian 
city of Aleppo after being bur¬ 
ied in rubble. 

The stunning rescue, 
caught on video, corresponds 
to Associated Press reporting 
of events. 

The footage shows a group 
of men frantically digging in 
the dusty rubble of her home 
after an alleged airstrilce on 
Jan. 22. 

Amid cries of “God is great¬ 
est,” the toddler’s curly-haired 
head can be seen emerging 
from the dust, as the men 
scoop away handfuls of crum¬ 
bled concrete with their bare 
hands. With her arms freed, 
the girl reaches up to wipe 
her eyes in a sign of life. 

According to the activist 
who filmed the video, up¬ 
loaded to the Internet by the 
Nur Media Center, the girl 
was completely buried for 
at least three minutes and 


her mother was killed in the 
attack. A video taken later 
showed Khalil in new clothes, 
with no visible injuries. 

The Syrian government 


has been accused of using 
airstrilces and rocket attacks 
indiscriminately against resi¬ 
dential areas.

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Handed 28 years, Knox 
set to appeal once again 



Guilty verdict upheld. 

U.S. defendant calls 
ruling 'unjust' 


An appeals court in Florence 
on Thursday upheld a guilty 
verdict against U.S. student 
Amanda Knox and her ex-boy¬ 
friend for the 2007 murder of 
her British roommate. Knox 
was sentenced to 28 and a half 
years in prison, raising the 
spectre of a long legal battle 
over her extradition if the con¬ 
viction is confirmed. 

Lawyers for Knox and 
her co-defendant, Raphael 
Sollecito, vowed to appeal to 
Italy’s highest court, a process 
that will take at least another 
year and drag out a legal saga 
that has divided court watchers 
in three nations. 

In a statement from her 
mother’s home in Seattle, 
where she had awaited the ver¬ 
dict, Knox said she was “fright¬ 
ened and saddened” by the de-

The court reinstated the 
guilty verdicts first handed 
down against Knox and 
Sollecito in 2009 for the death 
of Meredith Kercher. Those ver¬ 
dicts had been overturned in 
2011, but Italy’s Supreme Court 
vacated that decision and sent 
the case back for a third trial in 
Florence. 

Kercher, 21, was found dead 
Nov. 2, 2007, in a pool of blood 
in the bedroom of the apart¬ 
ment she and Knox shared in 
the central Italian city of Peru¬ 
gia, where both were studying. 
Her throat had been slashed 
and she was sexually assaulted.

Ukraine. President’s sick 
leave fuels ruse rumours 


In the midst of Ukraine’s un¬ 
ending political crisis, its em¬ 
battled president went on sick 
leave Thursday, leashing a tidal 
wave of conspiracy theories 
since protesters have been de¬ 
manding his ouster for months. 

The 63-year-old Viktor 
Yanukovych has an acute res- 
piratoiy illness and a high fe¬ 
ver, according to his presiden¬ 
tial website. 

Vitali Klitschlco, leader of 
the opposition party Udar, sug¬ 


gested that Yanukovych could 
be pretending to take himself 
out of action in preparation for 
imposing a state of emergency. 
That has been a persistent 
wony of the opposition since 
protesters clashed violently 
with police two weeks ago, kill¬ 
ing three demonstrators. 

Yanukovych has faced two 
months of large protests that 
have sometimes paralyzed the 
centre of Kyiv, the capital.

Economist predicts. 

Loonie to dive down as 
low as 85 cents this year 


Watch for the loonie to lose 
more of its luster this year, 
according to two well-known 
bank economists. 

Craig Alexander, chief 
economist for TD Econom¬ 
ics, warned Thursday that 
consumers could see the 
Canadian dollar slide as low 
as 85 cents US by mid-year 
if the current environment 
continues. 

He said factors that have 
impacted the currency so far 
this year, from an increas¬ 
ingly dovish tone from the 
Bank of Canada to tapering 
of monetaiy stimulus by the 
U.S. Federal Reserve, will 
continue to drag down the 
loonie. 

“TD Economics expects 


that the factors which have 
taken the Canadian dollar 
lower are unlikely to shift 
over the next year or so,” 
wrote Alexander in the re¬ 
port, titled The Call of the 
Loonie. 

“Canada’s economy is 
forecast to underperform the 
United States, interest rate 
hikes remain quite a ways 
off and the outlook for com¬ 
modity prices is pretty flat, 
on average.” 

The report noted that a 
strengthening U.S. green¬ 
back and Bank of Canada 
governor Stephen Poloz’s 
perceived stance on a weak¬ 
ened loonie have led the cur¬ 
rency’s fall to a four-year low.

weary Adele while Brolin hands 
in another of his manly man 
performances, tempered by a 
hidden sensitive side. I’m curi¬ 
ous to hear what you thought. 

MB: You bet it’s the acting that 
makes this one work, Richard! 
There’s genuine chemistiy be¬ 
tween Winslet and Brolin. Bro¬ 
lin is so good I could actually be¬ 
lieve his escaped convict could 
be innocent — no small feat. 
But the movie, set in 1987, feels 
like it could have been made in 
1987. It’s so square compared 
with Reitman’s other work, 
which I adore. Only someone 
who’s never seen a movie be¬ 
fore wouldn’t be able to fig¬ 
ure out where the stoiy was 
headed. But you can admire the 
film’s quiet, stately pace, even 
if the whole thing feels like 
it’s ripped out of a Harlequin 
romance novel. Don’t get me 


started on the pie scene. 

RC: I liked the pie scene. I don’t 
want to give anything away 
for people who haven’t seen 
the movie, but imagine the 
scene from Ghost with pastry 
instead of potteiy and you’ll 
get the idea. It’s just wonky 
enough to spice up the stoiy, 
and I thought Brolin pulled it 
off. Of all the leading men out 
there right now he’s the only 
one I can think of to have the 
old school Lee Marvin grit to 
still look badass while folding 
pastry. 

MB: Me, I just laughed, until I 
was shushed by a middle-aged 
woman in the back row ... I 
think the movie would have 
been more interesting if you 
weren’t convinced from the 
start that Brolin was a good 
guy and if Winslet’s romantic 


despair weren’t quite so acute. 
Luckily, Griffith provides a 
good foil for both of them 
and distracts the viewer from 
these issues. One thing I really 
liked about the movie is its 
shortened time frame: the en¬ 
tire stoiy takes place over one 
weekend and it sharpens the 
plot and the tension. 

RC: Even though the movie 
takes place over one long week¬ 
end it does take its time to de¬ 
velop the relationship between 
Adele and the mysterious stran¬ 
ger. Because Reitman takes his 
time unveiling the relation¬ 
ship, it’s a bit more believable 
than the stoiy might otherwise 
have been. You’re left with the 
question, “Is it Stockholm Syn¬ 
drome or true love?” 

MB: True need, Richard, and 
that’s close enough for me.

One of the first things Bob 
Balaban’s Broadway impres¬ 
ario says when tapped to join 
the Monuments Men — tasked 
to recover stolen art from 
the Nazis in the twilight of 
the Second World War — is, 
“Would I get to kill anyone? I’d 
really like to kill somebody” 
It’s an unexpected edge coming 
from Balaban, an actor better 
known for his bookishness. But 
eveiy actor likes a challenge, he 
insists. 

How did you feel about your 
character being presented as 
a somewhat tough guy? Is 
that new for you? 

You know, I never really 
thought about that part too 
much. I mostly thought, oh 


my God, I’m going to have to 
have a gun. What do I do? So I 
spent a large amount of time 
training to use my weapon — 
which I only use for 13 seconds 
in the beginning of the movie. 
We actors always like to do 
things we’re not familiar with. 

Have you actually carried a 
gun in a film before? 

I was fired the last time I drew 
a gun in a movie, (laughs) I was 
in a Woody Allen movie where 


I had a gun. We shot my scene 
900 times, and Woody kept 
saying, “You don’t look veiy 
dangerous.” I went to a screen¬ 
ing of the movie and I said to 
my wife, “See that little house 
over there? I’m going to come 
walking out.” And the door 
opened and Wally Shawn came 
out. I got fired and I didn’t 
even know I was fired. 

So Wallace Shawn is more 
threatening than you 


with a gun? 

Wally was better than I 
was. When I saw him do it I 
thought, no wonder! That’s 
what Woody was talking 
about. 

I mean, don’t take this the 
wrong way, but you’re kind of 
the personification of NPR. 

That’s funny. It’s not a bad 
thing at all, and I deeply appre¬ 
ciate it. I probably don’t really 
deserve you to think that, in 
substance anyway, but I do 
believe in surface and texture 
it goes well. It’s right in my 
casting wheelhouse. I don’t get 
many cowboys. 

So, it’s Oscar season, and this 
film was originally supposed 
to be in contention. How do 
you feel about the delay? 

I think it’s a good thing to be 
delayed, because there’s so 
many good big, small and mid¬ 
dle-size movies this December. 
I think when this movie comes 
out in Februaiy there will be a 
lot more people able to focus 
on it, be aware of it and go to 
it than there would’ve been 
in December, which was so 
overcrowded.

I’ll tell you, this is the most 
exciting junket I’ve ever 
been on because Morgan 
Freeman’s here. He’s a 
genius. Eveiything he says is 
gold. I mean, I edit [myself] 
because I still want to get 
jobs. Whereas Morgan Free¬ 
man’s like, “F— it. I’m on the

A funny thing happened to 
the publishing company Mc¬ 
Sweeney’s — children began 
to appear. 

Just as its fan base started 
to think about procreating, 
so did the tight-knit staff, 
which publishes the quarterly 
literaiy journal Timothy Mc¬ 
Sweeney’s Quarterly Concern, 
the monthly magazine The Be¬ 
liever, an assortment of book 
imprints and other upscale, 
stylized publications. 

“We’re a small staff, and a 
lot of us were in our early 20s 
when we started working at 
McSweeney’s,” recounts Brian 
McMullen, who joined the 
operation in 2002 as an intern. 

“McSweeney’s has always 
been eclectic; it’s always been 
open to publishing any kind 
of book irrespective of genre. 
The only real qualifying thing 
(to have us publish it) is that 
it’s interesting to us as editors 
and as readers.” 

And what slowly became 
interesting to the full-time 
staff of nine were children’s 
books. “We found ourselves 
saturated in children’s litera¬ 
ture more than we used to be,” 
McMullen remembers. 

Since its launch, Mc¬ 
Sweeney’s would publish the 
occasional children’s book, 
but once they saw the com¬ 
mercial and artistic appeal of 
the genre, they decided to de-

vote an imprint solely to pub¬ 
lishing creative, interesting 
kids’ books. 

And so, under the guidance 
of McMullen, the McSweeney’s 
McMullens children’s imprint 
was bom. The first book came 
out in the summer of 2011 and 
as of Februaiy of this year, the 
imprint will have 12 picture 
books and three novels to its 
name. 

As the staff also discovered, 
children’s books fit very well 
with the McSweeney’s brand. 
“There’s so much potential 
with a picture book,” says Mc¬ 
Mullen, who notes he has an 
invaluable, in-house market¬ 
ing focus group for his books 
— his two sons, ages three and 
five. 

“I’ve always been an editor 
and a designer, so I’ve always 
loved working with the push 
and the pull of the editorial 
and the art and design side of 
the book; I love being able to 
see the whole thing at once, 
thinking about the shape and 
the size and how the stoiy 
should go and what the art 
should be all about,” he says.

Tucker uses his style that he uses for all 
of his artwork, which usually hangs in 
galleries, on this book for kids. It’s veiy 
funny, witty and so re-readable. It’s just 
a beautiful book all about a guy who 
is an intensive collector and he has to 
go through all of his belongings and tiy to find his missing 
false teeth. At a glance, sometimes our books get miscon¬ 
strued as being primarily art books, and it can be enjoyed 
on that level, but our first goal is to please the children in 
our lives and be able to hand them something that we’re 
proud to sit down and read with them or give to some¬ 
body who can sit down and read with their child.”

When the fluffy-haired 
humanoids of the Toronto-shot 
puppet series Fraggle Rock be¬ 
came a hit in the ’80s, their 
tiny co-stars also developed a 
fan following. 

Lisa Henson, CEO of The 
Jim Henson Company, says the 
Doozers became so popular 
that her late puppet master 
dad and his collaborators dis¬ 
cussed the idea of giving the 
chubby green engineers their 
own series. It took several dec¬ 
ades, but the idea has finally 
come to fruition with the new 
computer-generated animated 
preschool series Jim Henson’s 
Doozers. 

“The Doozers were a lot of 
people’s secret favourite thing 
about Fraggle Rock because 
they were always there, but we 
didn’t get to know very much

about them from the show,” 
Henson said in a telephone 
interview from Los Angeles. 

“They piqued a lot of 
people’s curiosity. ... Eveiyone 
kind of wanted to peek into 
their world a little closer, get to 
know those characters: ‘What 
are they building? What are 
they doing?”’ 

In Doozers, the stars are 
the Pod Squad of four young 
go-getters voiced by children: 
purple-clad Daisy Wheel, gin¬ 
ger-haired Spike, pink-loving 
Molly and yellow-wearing Flex. 
Together they seek new adven¬ 
tures and challenges in Doozer 
Creek, getting problem-solving 
advice from elders as they in¬ 
vent, build and tinker with a 
variety of devices. 

Henson said the show fea¬ 
tures science, technology, en¬ 
gineering, art and math. It also 
has a theme of “perseverance 


and failure” as it aims to show 
“the actual process of design 
thinking and engineering.” 

“There has been so much 
recent discussion about the 
idea that kids should be en¬ 
couraged to try things and fail 
and not be afraid to fail, so one 
of the kind of social-emotional 
threads that we pursued in 
the stoiytelling was that a lot 


of the things that they build 
don’t work — or they don’t 
work at first and with improve¬ 
ment and with additions or by 
collaborating on something 
they can get it to work,” said 
Henson. 

“We didn’t just want to 
show them just finding instant 
success because in the real 
world success is rarely instant.” 


The series is co-produced by 
The Jim Henson Company and 
DHX Media in Canada, where 
Fraggle Rock was particularly 
popular and taped with a Can¬ 
uck crew, said Henson. 

“The people who worked on 
the original Fraggle Rock, all of 
them say that it was the best 
working experience of their 
lives and that making Fraggle 


Rock was a kind of pinnacle of 
their personal creativity. 

“One of the reasons it was 
such a wonderful experience 
for the creators of the original 
show was that Jim Henson was 
veiy busy in England doing 
other things and he let them 
have a lot of freedom up there, 
so the show became veiy col¬ 
laborative with other show 
runners. It wasn’t Jim Henson 
being the show runner, so it al¬ 
lowed the other creators of the 
show to really thrive and make 
a show that they were all proud 
of.” 

The Pod Squad characters 
are not from the original Frag¬ 
gle Rock that aired on CBC-TV.

What would it take for New 
York to return to the gritty, 
dangerous city it was pre- 
Bloomberg? 

In a time when the city 
is only getting cleaner and 
more expensive, author 
Adam Sternbergh writes 
about a lawless, treacherous 
New York City in his novel 
Shovel Ready. The book is 
set in the near future after a 
bomb hits Times Square. 

Those who can leave do, 
abandoning others with no 
options who must forge a 
new life in a deteriorating 
city. At the heart of the book 
is a former trash collector 
who becomes a hitman. 

If you think this sounds 
like it would make a good 
movie, you aren’t alone. The 
book was optioned by Warn¬ 
er Bros. 

“I tried to convey the 
idea of what one character 
calls this incremental apoca¬ 
lypse,” Sternbergh, who is 
the culture editor at New 
York Times Magazine, tells 
us. “The apocalypse stuff we 
see in movies and books is 



usually very dramatic, with 
aliens blowing up the Em¬ 
pire State Building or zom¬ 
bies overrunning the city.” 

Sternbergh says he was 
more interested in the idea 
of a change taking place 
slowly, similarly to what 
happened in many major 
U.S. cities during the ’60s 
and ’70s. He cites Detroit as 
a modern-day example. “It’s 
not as dramatic as the ter¬ 
rorist element in the book, 
but Detroit is completely 
unrecognizable now (com¬ 
pared to what) it was 50 
years ago,” he says. 

Spademan, the trash col- 
lector-turned-assassin, gives 
the book a dark undertone, 
and he’s painted as a clas¬ 
sic antihero. But besides the 
whole killing people part 
of his personality, you just 
might be able to relate to 
Spademan’s cranky and fam¬ 
iliar demeanor. “The thing 
I’ve always liked about hard 


boiled tales is that they are 
always exaggerated meta¬ 
phors for real life,” says 
Sternbergh. 

Shovel Ready also ex¬ 
plores our relationship with 
technology. Wealthy city 
residents who choose not to 
leave cocoon themselves in 
a virtual reality, where all 
their fantasies can become 
real. When developing this 
idea for the novel, Stern¬ 
bergh says it stemmed from 
the virtual age we live in 
now. 

“There was something 
very familiar about the 
idea of getting lost in real 
life and the way in which 
having that technological 
outlet can sometimes cause 
us to ignore what’s happen¬ 
ing around us,” he explains. 


As someone who has 
been living in and reporting 
on New York for the past 10 
years, Sternbergh says he 
certainly doesn’t hope the 
city will descend into what 
is portrayed in the book, but 
he hopes it doesn’t go too 
far in the other direction 
either. 

Sternbergh says he fears 
that in a decade, New York 
City will feel museum-lilce, 
as Paris does, a beautiful city 
that exists for people to ad¬ 
mire but lacking the energy 
and rebirth New York thrives 
on. “You have to imagine in 
10 years the city is going to 
be very different than it is 
now, and I hope we’re still 
be here to enjoy it. And that 
the Second Avenue subway 
will be open.” 
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Starlight hopes second time’s a charm for CRTC bid

All-Canadian movie 
channel. Revived 
proposal drops bid for 
mandatory carriage 


Starlight, the proposed all-Can¬ 
adian movie channel, is mount¬ 
ing a comeback after being de¬ 
nied mandatoiy distribution by 
the Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission. 

The venture, backed by 
prominent Canadian film¬ 
makers such as Robert Lantos 
and David Cronenberg, has 
renewed its application to 
the CRTC. This time around it 
seems they have dropped the 
request for mandatoiy carriage, 
which had proved controversial 
with cable and satellite provid¬ 
ers. 

“It’s just a straightforward 
categoiy B application, there’s 
no mandatory distribution 


request,” said a CRTC spokes¬ 
person. Unlike Category A 
channels, which must be car¬ 
ried by digital and cable provid¬ 
ers, Categoiy B channels are 
optional. Which means that it’s 
up to Starlight to make a deal 
with distributors. 

“Starlight will be an English- 
language specialty television 
service devoted to Canadian 
movies, particularly feature 
films and documentaries in¬ 
tended for theatrical release,” 
says the application to the 
CRTC. The CRTC will hold a 
hearing into the application 
April 8. The deadline for sub¬ 
mission of interventions and 
comments is Feb. 28. The CRTC 
denied the application in Au¬ 
gust 2013, saying the proposed 
programming may duplicate 
existing channels and that 
it “did not demonstrate that 
Canadian feature films are un¬ 
available in the broadcasting 
system.” 

However, the CRTC did 


say the channel would have 
contributed to “Canadian ex¬ 
pression and reflect Canadian 
opinions.” Mandatoiy carriage 
would have allowed Starlight to 
collect 45 cents a month from 
eveiy cable subscriber and a 


prominent spot in basic cable 
services. 

Starlight is arguing it offers 
a unique service because Can¬ 
adian movies accounted for 
only 5.2 per cent of program¬ 
ming on English language pay 


TV services in 2011. 

They say all feature films 
intended for theatrical distribu¬ 
tion will be presented without 
commercial interruption. In 
the original application Star¬ 
light had said 100 per cent of 


programming would be Can¬ 
adian if they received manda¬ 
toiy carriage. Under the current 
application, Starlight is propos¬ 
ing that at least 85 per cent of 
its programming be devoted to 
Canadian content. 

“While this level is far high¬ 
er than for any other drama- 
oriented service in Canadian 
history, we believe it may be 
commercially sustainable as¬ 
suming prudent management.” 

Starlight failed in its last ap¬ 
plication after being attacked 
by the major cable, satellite and 
Internet providers because of 
its request for mandatoiy car¬ 
riage. Competitors said it was 
a tax on Canadian TV viewers, 
while Lantos has said those 
same companies have thrived 
over the years under govern¬ 
ment protection. Starlight 
executive and veteran film and 
television producer Mark Mus- 
selman confirmed that this was 
a new application.

Marshawn Lynch said Thursday 
it will be good to get back to 
football after the quiet Seattle 
running back wrapped up his 
final mandatory media session 
of Super Bowl week.

His 
background is in defence, where the 
Broncos struggled until recently. His 
players and assistants credit his energy
